PSALM  ii.  verfc  8. 

/  wiil  give  thee  i)ie  Ueathth  for  thine  Inherit- 
ance, and  the  uttermost  Paris  qf  ihe  Karth 
for  thy  Possession, 

1 HES^  words  mull  clearly  be  underwood,  as 
A  defcription  of  the  fpiritual  iingdora  of  the 
Meffiah,  and  of  the  extent  in  wiiicH  it  is 
decreed  in  the  eternal  counfels  of  God,  that 
this  Kingdom  fhall  finally  be  enlarged— as  to 
the  fame  pdrpofe,  we  have  many  other  affur- 
ances  in  Holy  Writ,  that  this  kin^jdom,  or 
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A  Sermon  before  the  Society 


in  other  words  the  knowledge  of  the  ble^ed 
Gofpcl  of  Jefus  Chrift,  (hall  in  the  end,  pre- 
vail to  this  extent,  and  cover  the  earth  ♦, 
"  as  the  waters  cover  the  fea." 

Now,  in  all  cafes  whatfoever,  where  the 
purpofe  of  God  is  unamhiguoufly  made  known 
to  his  creatures,  the  furthering  Qf  this  pur- 
pofe by  our  own  endeavours  fo  promote  it> 
io  far  as  we  may  venture  to  u(e  fuch  an 
cxpreffion,  becomes  to  us  a  matter  of  ftridt 
duty,  and  the  mbft  p»flttve  obligation.  And 
it  cannot  be  neccflary  therefore,  that  I  (hould 
be  occupied  in'  proving  by  formal  argument, 
that  every  Chriftian  under  this  obligation,  muft 
be  bound  according  to  the  opportunity  given 
to  him,  and  in  the  fphere  of  a<5lion,  which  is 
allotted  to  him,  to  contribute  his  endeavours 
towards  a  general  diffufion  of  the  truths  of 
the  Gofpel,  into  the  light  of  which  he  him* 
lelf  has  been  called — this  being  indeed  but 
a  particular  cafe,  not  of  the  fervice  only, 
hut  of  the  debt  which  we  owe  to  God; 
that  in  whatever  inflance  we  ourfelves  may 
have  received  at  his  haudis  the  greater  mea-

furet  cither  of  worldly  goods,  oi  fpiritual 
tfkflingtk  w*  (hbuld  diAribiueto  the  indigence 
*)f  others,  and  of  thoic  moil  efpecially,  who^ 
fhwn  the  <:ircuinftancet  of  thiir  condition, 
hate  no  means  whatever  of  relieving  th&  wants 
-under  whiib  they  fuflfer,     ««  Freely  we  have  rc- 

cev.'cd,  let  usffreely  give." 

So^&r  thett  all  is  plain,  but  many  difficulties 
tvillarife,  when  we  attempt  to  proceed  further^, 
to  afcertain,  that  is,  by  what  meafures,  and 
<;ourfe  of  a^ion^thie  work  of  piety  may  be 
moft  advanced,  and  the  beft  grounds  laid  for 
making  it  beneficial  to  others. 

Thcfa  indeed  are  qucftions,  which  will 
always  abound  in  difficulties,  and  yet  it  is  of 
thf!fe,  that  the  folemn  occafibn  of  this  day 
will  almoft  necefikrily  lead  me  to  fpc&k  j  not 
certainly  to  the  purfuing  the  confideration  of 
th-m  in  detail,  for  bcfides  that  the  time  will 
not  permit  fuch  difcuffion  of  them,  I  am 
entirely  difpofcd  to  believe,  that  no  great  work 
will  ever  be  forwarded,  by  the  multiplying  of 
complex  and  minute  regulations  with  refpeft 
to  iti  And  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  mere  ge- 
neral  principles  will  aVail  but  little,  without 
fomc  dircaions  for  the  proper  application  of 
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them,  in  the  particular  caie,  with  whid^  wp 
may  happen  to  be  £oocerBetl«j  whilft*  int^^^ 
of  fuch  dtrofliona  at  the  faiBHe  tiai^,  tO'.g^ 
real  utility  to:  tlien]»  it  n  tO;  be  i^i^cbi*^ 
bered,  that  they  &ould  ever  be  in  &ti^ 
agreement  with  the  general  f^indflf^.  them- 
felves  of  the  work  prdpo&d  to  b^  Car4e4  pn  s 
which  in  no  un<i0rtakiflg  of  any  inagnit^de 
at  leaft,  will  be  advanced  fucceififuUy  by  any 
labour  whatibever,  if  thefe  priaciplei  are  loft 
iight  of  in  the  condu^  of  it. 

Fortunately  however*  fi3t  the  cfl(e  at  pr«- 
fent  more  immediately  before  us,  the  Chriftiaa 
has  that  to  look  to,  which  may  guide  him 
iafely,  in  a  courfe  £o  intricate  and  difficult. 
Ht  has  before  Itim  (fuch  has  beea  the  good 
providence  of  God)  the  hiftory  of  thofe  holy 
men,  who  wcce  the  firft  labourers  in  the  vine* 
yard  of  their  Lord,  and  with  whom  he  alft>, 
according  to  the  mcafurc  of  his  powers,  afpires 
*»,  join  himfclf>  in  the  fame  great  work  of  ex- 
tending the  knowledge  of  the  Gofpel  over  the 
nations  of  the  earth*  He  h^s  before  him 
therefore,  in  the  rficor4s  of  Scripture  itfelf, 
an  example  of  that  condu<a,  which  it  miUl 
be  his  aim  to  imiute,  the  authority  of  which 
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ir  ttOI  (to  b«  queiliooed,  a»d  the  wifdom  of 
wfajffh  Km  been  cviiiced  Ijy  the  great  and 
wbadcrfal  e^e^t  which  it  produced* 

If  it  be  iaid  at  the  fame  time*  that   the 
exiktiplft  ^  th«  ApoftU»  if.  not,  and  cannot 
hcimttabkby  tho^  who  pofi*ef8  not  the  fame 
powdrs'  ifith  which    thofc   hoJy    men    were 
endowod,  the  anfwer  is  very  obvious.     So  far 
afS  the  a^ual  exertion,  of  thofe  powers  is  conr 
ceraed^  the  Apoftles  cannot  certainly  be  the 
qbfed  of  our  imitation,  for^  we  nyike  no  prc- 
teniions  to  fuch  powers.     But  the  prudence 
and  diicretiQa,  the  fervid  zeal,  the  unwearied 
pfrfiiverancc,r  /the  patience  which  was.  never 
overcome,   and    the  hope    which  was  never 
diOwartened  in  theai  by  oppofition  and  dif- 
appointmeut;    thefe  are    qualities   of    mind, 
which  have  no  connexion  with  the  degree  of 
the  powers  imparted,  whilft  they  aione,  at  the 
feme  time,  can  enfure  fuccefs  in  the  attempt  of 
a  like  kind,  with  whatever  powers  it  may  be 
made.     Nor  is  it  of  any  moment,  if  it  (hall 
be  argued,  that,  even    all  thefe  qualities '  of 
mind,    which    have   been    mentioned,    wer« 
heightened  in  the  Apoftlcs  by  the  continued 
infloence.  of  the  Spirit  into  fomething  more 
than  human.    Undoubtedly  they  were  fo— but 
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in  this,  as  in  tH  other  ctftij  t  perfbdJon- 
which  we  can  never  hope  n>  attain,  may 
ncvcrthelefs  be  fairly  propoftd  t<>  us  at  the* 
modcl  fcr  our  imitation,  and  the  objtd  to 
whicli  we  arc  to  cndetvour  to  apj^roach.  For 
if  othcrwifc,  then  would  the  law  <jf  the 
Almighty,  as  recorded  in  the  ef?erlafting  Gof-< 
pel  of  Chrift,  enjoining  to  man  in  itt  pre* 
ccpts  a  perfeaion  in  moral  duty,  which 
under  the  corruption  of  his  nature,  he  mayj 
never  hope  to  reach,  be  itfelf  alfo  •«  not  clear* 
*«  when  it  is  judged." 

All  thefe  things  however  being  granted, 
and  every  limitation  being  allowed;  which 
humility,  and  the  confcioufncfs  of  otif  own 
infirmities  will  fuggcft,  there  remains  furely 
enough  to  convince  us,  that  the  Apoftlcs 
muft  ftill  be  our  great  example,  and  that  our 
dircaions  muft  alfo  be  taken  from  their  cha- 
raftcr  and  conduft,  if,  like  them,  we  attempt 
to  call  the  nations  of  the  earth  out  of  darknefs 
into  light. 

The  fifft  excellence  th'^n,  in  which  we 
muft  fcek  to  imitate  them  (for  it  is  the  founda- 
tion  of  all  the  reft)  is  the  fcrious  confcientiouf- 
ncfs  of  their  zeal.    They  thought,  and  thought

?  I  will  now  onij  add,  that  in  what  he^  bctfn 
laid  on  theprjffUmt  ocoafion,  tliew  has  been  no 
intention  to  aggravate  our  difficulties,  or  to 
pf9tf  an  opcti-  charged  defcripfion  of  them  j  but 
to  point  out  only  to  che  beft  of  my  abilities, 
the  means,  in  fome  cafes  at  leaft,  of  overcom- 
ing them.  For,  after  all,  be  thefe  difficulties 
what  they  may,  it  is  our  duty  to  ftruggle  with 
them  ;  whilft  prudence  and  perfeverance  alfo 
will  often  overcome  difficulties,  which  had 
appeared  perhaps  impoffible  to  be  furmounted, 
till  they  adtually  were  fo. 

But,  whatever  the  event  may  be,  which  it 
may  pleafc  God  to  give  to  our  labours,  whe- 
ther of  luccefs  or  failure,  let  us  remember 
that  this  cannot  in  any  way  afFedl  the  pofitive 
obligations  of  our  duty. 

Let  us  go  forth  then  in  our  holy  work,  ever 
remembering  likewife  whofe  fervants  we  are; 
let  us  go  forth  in  it  alio,  with  that  mind  which 
alone  becomes  thofe  who  name  the  Name 
of  Chrift;  in  other  word. ,  with  all  that  fpirit 
of  true  religion,  of  unremited  exertion  and 
humble  hope,  which  the  wife  King  of  Ifniel 
has  fo  beautifully  and  emphatically  delcribed 
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in  the  pious  admonition  given  by  him.  "  ♦  In 
"  the  morning  fow  thy  feed,  and  in  the 
"  evening  withhold  not  thy  hand;  for  thou 
"  knowcft  not  whether  fhall  pfofper   cither 

this  or  that,  or  whether  they  both  ihall  be

KjNG  William  III.  wasgraciouflypleafed, 
on  the  i6th  of  j^««^,  1701,  to  ereSl 
and  fettle  a  Corporation  with  a 
perpetual  fuccejion,  by  the  name  of  The  So- 
ciety FOR  THE  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts;  for  the  re- 
ceivingy  managing,  and  difpofng  of  the  contri- 
butions of  fuch  pcrfons  as  would  be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a  Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  of  fuch  other  provif on  as  might  be  necefjary 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information,  that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations, Colonifs,  and  Factories  be- 
yond the  feas,  the  provif  on  for  Minijlers  was 
mean,  and  many  other  of  our  [aid  Planta- 
tions, Colonies,  and  Factories,  were 
wholly  unprovided  of  a  maintenance  for  Minijlers, 
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mid  the  public  worjhip  of  Go  J',  an  J  that,  for  lack 
of  fupport  and  maintenance  of  fmb,  many  of 
his  loving  fubjeSls  wanted  the  adminijiration  of 
Godi  W&rd  and  Sacraments,  and  Jeemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Atheifm  and  Infidelity ^  and  others  of 
them  to  PopiJJj  Siiperjiition  and  Idolatry, 

The  Society  was  compofed,  by  the  Charter, 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  and  of  feveral  Lords  and  eminent  per- 
fons  in  the  State,  with  a  power  to  elcft,  from 
time  to  time,  fuch  others  to  be  Members  of 
the  Corporation,  as  they,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  fhould  think  beneficial  to  their  charit- 
able deiigns,  to  receive  the  donations  of  all 
charitable  and  well-difpofed  perfons  towards  this 
moft  pious  defign :  And  thro'  an  eipecial  blef- 
fing  this  work  cfthe  Lord  bath  all  along  profpered 
in  their  hands. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  direds,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kings  Bench,  and 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  of 
the  feveral  fums  of  money  by  them  received, 
and  laid  out,  and  of  the  management  and  dif- 
pofition  of  the  revenues  of  the  Corporation : 
an  Abftradt  of  which,  and  of  their  proceedings, 
they  annually  publifti,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  moft  hearty  thanlcs  for  the 
particular  Benefadions  which  were  received 
in  the  year  1814,  viz»

.  The  Rev.  David  Rowhnd,  Miflionaf  y  ,  at 
St.  John's,  NcwfoundUnd,  in  his  letter  of 
the  24th  of  January,  1814,  acquaints  the 
Society,  that  Mr.  Mar(hall,  at  tbe  requeft  of 
fome  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  place« 
whofe  children  are  under  his  care^  baa  left 
the  School  of  Induftry  j  and  in  another  ..tter 
of  the  94th  of  Decenaber,  in  the  fame  year, 
meiitions,  that  the  parifhioners  had  given  him 
a  fub'ft^ntial  proof  of  their  rezard  by  a  gra- 
tuity of  .£'200.  At  a  Vcftry  held  on  Eafter 
Monday,  it  wa9  unanimouily  refolved,  that 
the  MiiHonary  be  aqthprizcd  to  draw  upon  the 
Churchwardens  every  year,  in  the  month  of 
November,  fr"*  the  Aim  of  o£25o.  The 
Church  was  paint  -1  lail  year  at  a  confiderablc 
fXp^cQ.  .Mr.  Marftiall ,  cpjntinues  to  give 
^itat  faitisfa^ion  to  the  public. '  The  inhaoit- 
ants  of  Twillingate,  a  Protcftaat  fettlement 
to  the  northward,  have  requeiced  Mr.  Row- 
land to  make  known  to  the  Society,  thtir 
earned  v/'iCn  to  have  a  refident  Minifter  in  their 
diflridt,  and  engage  to  fecuie  him  jOi^o  per 
annum.  During  the  laft  year  he  has  baptized 
no;  married  22  couple i  and  buried  37. 
Mr.  Rowland  has  requeued  a  further  fupply 
of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  and  religious  Tradts, 
with  which  the  Society  have  complied.

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The  Rev.  Frederick  Hamilton  Carrington, 
Miflionary  at  Harbor  Gr«cc,  Newfoundland, 
reprefcnts  the  ftate  of  his  Miffion  as  fimilar  to 
that  of  moft  parifhes  ^'n  England  j  the  in- 
habitants are  in  general  well  inclined  to  the 
cftabliihed  Church  of  England.  A  confider- 
able  fubftriptian  has  been  raifcd  for  enlarging 
the  Church,  which  will  take  pkre  as  foon  as 
the  inclemency  of  the  prefent  feaibn  will  ad- 
mit. Anotfier  fubfcription  has  alfo  beenraifed 
for  the  purchafe  of  fomc  neceflary  ornaments 
to  the  Church,  fueh  as  Communion  plate, 
large  handfome  books  for  the  dcik,  &c.

Nova  Scotia. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stanfcr,  Mifljonary  at  Halifax, 
acquaints  the  Society,  that  the  repairs  and 
additions  to  St.  Paul's  Church  are  thoroughly 
liniflied,  many  of  the  pews  difpofed  of  to 
perfons  who  have  hitherto  dilTented  from  the 
Church  of  England.  His  Notiria  for  the 
laft  year,  ending  the  30th  of  September, 
1814,  comprizes,  Baptifms,  Infants  230 ; 
Adults  8  J  Marriages  147}  Burials  149. 
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The  Rev.  William  King,  Miflionary  at 
Windfor,  acquaints  the  Society,  in  kis  kttcr, 
I  ft  March,  1814,  that  the  Bifliop  of  Nova 
Scotia,  and  the  other  Governors  of  the  College, 
had  appointed  him  principal  of  the  Academy 
at  that  place  for  another  year,  unlefs  a  per  ion 
fRbuld  arrive  from  England  withiii  that  period 
to  fill  the  fituation,  in  which  cafe,  Mr.  King 
is  to  rciign  in  his  favour;  that  fince  Mr.  Wil- 
loughby  left  the  Miffion,  a  confiderable  fum 
has  been  expendec^  on  the  parifh  Church,  above 
^200  of  which  was  raifed  by  fubfcription, 
the  remainder,  about  ^600,  was  given  by  the 
iate  Governor  Sir  George  Prcvoft,  from  a 
public  fund  left  to  his  and  the  Council's  dif- 
pofal  i  £zoQ>  more  is  ftill  wanted  to  com- 
plete the  repairs.  His  Notitia  for  the  laft 
eight  months,  ending  January  ift,  18 14, 
comprizes,  Baptifms,  Infants  1 2  j  Adults  2  ; 
Marriages  6}  Burials  45  Communicants  30. 
Mr.  King  returns  thanks  for  the  liberal  and 
general  addition  made  to  the  falarics  of  Mif- 
fionaries,  and  alfo  for  the  compenfation  voted 
him  for  his  fcrvices  during  the  abfence  of 
Mr.  Willoughby. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Norris,  MifTionary  at  Corn- 
wallis,  in  a  letter  c  ted  December  15,  1813, 
•acknowledges  the  receipt  of  a  box  of  .boc!:s, 
and  cxpuffcs  his  thanks  for  i.iC  liberal  addi* 
tion  to  his  falary,  which  the  Society  had 
granted,  and  which  Dr.  Inglis  had  made 
known  to  iiiin.     He  obferves,  that  the  inha- 
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bitants  of  that  province  do  not  in  ge  eral 
fufFcr  from  the  ftate  of  war,  as  the  Srmer, 
the  merchant,  the  mechanic,  and  the  la- 
bourer, have  all  fome  means  of  incrcafmg 
their  property.  The  clergyman  alone,  whofe 
mcome  is  fiiicd,  feels  the  preffure  of  the  times. 
His  Notitia  comprifes  Baptifms  3  ;  Marriages 
14. 

The  Rev.  John  Millidge,  Mi/Tionary  at 
Granville,  acquaints  the  Society,  that  in  the 
fummer  of  181 3,  he  vifited  Digby  and  the 
parts  adjacent,  where  he  preached  feveral 
times,  biptifed  15  Infants,  and  adminiftered 
the  Stcrament  to  50  Communicants.  A  refi- 
dcnt  Minifter  is  very  much  wanted  in  this  dif- 
tridt.  Notwithfti.nding  the  prevalency  of  the 
Methodi  Is  and  New  Lights,  the  Churches  ar*' 
m  general,  well  filK  J.  His  Notitia  comprif-s 
Baptifms,  Infants  53$  Adults  35  Marri  ^iis 
I  o ;  Burials  2 ;  Communicants  54. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Rowland,  Miflionary  at 
Shelburne,  mentions,  that  in  his  letter  of  the 
2^th  of  December,  181 3,  (which  never  ar- 
rived) he  reported  that  Mrs.  firazel,  the 
Scboolmiftfefs,  had  refigned  her  fituation  5  he 
h^s  fiBce  nominated  Mrs.  Lucy  Cowling  to 
that  office,  and  requefts  the  fandtion  of  the 
Society  to  this  meafure.  She  is  a  widow, 
mthout  family,  and  a  member  of  the  Church 
of  England.  The  Society  have  confirmed  the 
appointment  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Cowling. 

F  "'  The 
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The  Rev.  Thomas  Shreve,  Miflionary  at  Lu- 
nenburgh,  in  hi&  letter  of  the  23d  of  Sep- 
tember, 1313,  mentions  that  the  Church^ 
wardens  commenced  the  repairs  of  the  Church 
early  in  the  fpring,  and  have  made  confiderable 
progrefs  in  this  important  work.  The  Pews 
have  been  all  fold  to, members  of  the  Church 
of  England ;  one  of  the  moft  refpedlable  in-r 
habitants  of  the  place,  D.  E.  TelTen,  Efq.  has 
given  ^^50  towards  the  purchafe  of  a  bell,  and 
propofes  to  prefent  the  Church  with  a  fervice 
of  plate  for  the  Commuoion  Table.  In  Oc- 
tober laft  he  vifited  a  village  called  Mahoon 
Bay,  feven  miles  diftant,  and  preached  to,  a 
very  large  congregation;  they  all  ej^prciTed 
much  fatisfaiflion  in  the  fervice  of  the  Church, 
and  many  of  them  have  fince  attended  Divine 
Service  very  regularly.  Some  new  Camarm- 
nicants  have  joined  iince  his  lafk.  His  Notitia 
comprifcs  Baptifms,  41 ;  Marriages  11 ;  Bu- 
rials :o. 

The  Society  having,  in  the  year  181 1,  com- 
plied with  an  application  from  Mr.  Twining 
to  remove  from  Cape  Breton  to  fome  other 
vacant  Miflion  in  Nova  Scotia,  where  he  might 
live  -nd  be  more  ufeful  j  he  has  fince  made 
choice  of  Rawdon  and  Douglas,  where  it  is 
hoptd  he  may  be  permanently  fettled. 

By  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ranna  Coffit,  Miflionary 
at  Yarmouth,  the  Society  have  received  the  in- 
telligence 
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telhgence  of  the  death  of  Samuel  Marihall,  Efq. 
one  of  the  Churchwardens  of  that  Paritfij 
who  had  been  elcdted  to  that  office  every  year 
fince  Mr.  Goffit's  appointment  to  the  Miflion 
except  one.  Both  the  Members  of  the  Church 
ot  England,  and  Diifcnters,  lament  the  lofs 
of  fo  worthy  a  man.  The  war  with  America 
ts  very  injurious  to  the  fiihing  at  Yarmouth  ; 
many  belonging  to  the  Chwch  have  removed 
to  *eek  employment  elfewhcre. 

He  has  requefted  the  Society,  in  cafe  Mr. 
Twining  fhould  leave  Cape  Breton,  that  he 
may  be  reftored  to  that  Miffion,  to  which  the 
Society  have  confented.  if  it  fliall  prove 
agreeable  to  thti  Bifhop  of  Nova  Scotia. 

The   Society    learn   from   Dr.  Inglis,   that 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  Gray,  Miflionary  at  Sack- 
ville,  at  the  Bifhop's  requeft,  undertook  the 
laborious  tafk   of  vifiting  the  fettlements  on 
the  gulph  of  St.   Lawrence,  in   the  hope  of 
reaching   the  bay  of  Chalons.     He  advanced 
as    far  as  the    river  Chediac,  on   the  gulph, 
preaching  and  baptizing  at  feveral  fettlements! 
but  was  unable  to  proceed  further  on  account 
of  the  difficulties  in  the   way   of  travelling, 
he   is   in  great   hopes,  however,  that  ir.   the 
winter,  his  whole  object  may  be  accompliffied, 
when  travelling  on  the   ice  is  attended  with 
Icis  difficulty.     Much  ufeful  information  re- 
fpeding    glebe   and    fchool    lands    has    been 
derived  f'-om  this  journey.

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In  the  courfc  of  the  laft  year,  the  Society 
adopted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Aitken,  of  the  Epifcopal 
Church  of  Scotland,  as  one  of  their  Mif- 
fionaries,who  embarked  for  Nova  Scotia,  in  the 
fummer.  On  his  arrival  in  North  America,  feme 
difficulty  having  arifen  in  procuring  a  fuitable 
refidence  on  one  of  the  vacant  Miffions  in 
Nova  Scotia,  the  bi(hop  was  induced,  by  the 
reprefentations  of  the  Governor,  to  allow  Mr. 
Aitkcn  to  go  to  Moofe  liland,  for  a  limited 
time,  where  the  inhabitants  were  entirely  def- 
titute  of  all  religious  inflrudion. 

New  Brunfwick. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Viets,  in  his  letter  of  the 
1 2th  of  March,  1814,  has  acquainted  the 
Society  of  the  great  lofs  they  will  fuftain  by 
the  death  of  their  old  and  valuable  Miffionary 
Dr.  Byles,  which  happened  on  that  day, 
after  a  few  days  previous  ficknefs.  An  almoft' 
total  blindnefs  had  rendered  him  unable  for 
fome  time  before  to  perform  any  part  of  his 
parochial  duty.  Mr.  Viets,  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed his  affiftant,  exprefTes,  in  ftrong  terms, 
the  concern  he  feels  for  the  lofs  of  fo  good  a 
friend,  and  fo  kind  an  advifer  during  the  feven 
years  he  had  been  his  affiftant.  He  always 
efteemed  him  as  a  man  of  wifdom,  prudence, 
and  difcretion,  by  whofe  advice  he  was  happy 
in  regulating   his  own  conduit.     He  returns 

his 
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his  thanks  to  the  Society  for  the  various  in- 
ftanOK  of  kindnefs  he  has  experienced  from 
them,  and  hopes  that  his  condudt  will  ever  b? 
fuch  as  to  merit  their  approbation. 

The  biQiop  of  Nova  Scotia  having  recom- 
mended Mr.  Pidgeon  as  fucceflbr  to  Dr.  Byles, 
in  the  Miflion  of  St.  John,  he  has  been  ac- 
cordingly appointed.

The  vacancy  in  the  Miffion  of  Frederidon^ 
occafioned  by  the  removal  of  Mr.  Pidgeon  to 
St.  John's,  has  been  fupplied  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mountain,  fon  of  the 
bifliop  of  Quebec,  to  whofe  learning  and 
ability,  and  peculiar  qualifications  for  the 
fituation  in  which  he  has  been  placed,  the  mofl 
favourable  teftimony  has  been  borne  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Inglis  and  Mr.  Pidgeon.  In  the 
interval  between  Mr.  Pidgeon's  rem'  -tl  to  St. 
Johns,  and  Mr.  Mountain's  arrival,  the  ec^ 
cleiiaftical  duties  of  the  pari fti  were  performed 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Somervillc,  of  the  Scotch 
Epifcopal  Church,  and  Mafter  of  the  Aca^ 
demy  at  Frederidlon.  The  Notitia  to  laft 
June,  comprifes  Baptifms  79;  Marriages  17;

The  Rev.  James  Biflet,  Miffionary  at  Mau- 
gerville,  makes  a  very  favorable  report  of  the 
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Aate  of  his  MifTioo,  and  mentions  that  che  in- 
habitants have, come  to  a  refolution  of  piiKing 
a  /lone  foundation  under  the  Church,  as  the 
wooden  one,  upon  which  it  was  firfl  erefted, 
is  in  a  ftate  of  decay.

The  Rev.  Samuel  Andrews  ftill  c^ontinues 
to  officiate  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Andrew's,  but 
the  increafing  infirmities  of  old  age  render  it 
impoffible  for  him  to  pay  that  attention  to  the 
out  parifhes  of  his  Miffion  which  they  nf- 
quire  j  in  con^quence  of  which  DilTcntcrs  of 
various  denominations  have  made  rapid  progrefe. 
He  is  very  anxious  to  procure  an  affiftant,  and 
the  inhabitants  would  willingly  contribute 
^50  per  annum  towards  his  fupport  j  there  is  a 
profpedt  alfo  that  Government  will  be  induced 
to  make  St.  Andrew's  a  military  poft,  in  which 
cafe  an  army  Chaplain  will  be  appbiuted,  and 
Mr.  Andrews  would  willingly  relinquilh  any 
claim  he  may  have  to  fuch  a  fituation  in  favor 
of  bis  alliftant.

will  have  no  obje^ion  to  adopt  him  as  one  of 
their  Miflionarics,  with  the  ufual  falary  ;  with 
this  requcft  the  Society  have  complied. 
The  Prefident  has  written  to  his  Majcfty's 
Secretary  of  State,  to  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  two  Miniftcrs  in  the  Bay  of  Quints, 
one  of  them  in  Ernc(?  Town,  vacated  by  the 
return  of  Mr.  L&nghorne,  to  Eneland,  and 
two  others  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  Pro- 
viace.
